Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—True 
bills against 252 persons recommended 
for indictment today by the Allegheny 
County grand jury, investigating al- 
leged graft and vice, are expected to 
be returned next Friday, until which 
time the jury has recessed. 

Today’s presentment contained the 
names of Alfred Fortney and Sam Rost, 
alleged slot-machine concessionaries: 
Charles W. Colins, representative of 
the Children’s Service Bureau, which 
inquired into the use by school chil- 
dren of slot machines, and Police Lieu- 
tenants John J. Lynch and J. J. Lyons. 
Several justices of the peace and con- 
Stables also appeared on the list, 
while the others were saloon and road- 
house keepers, gamblers and petty traf- 
fickers. 

Forney, one of 166 men indicted by a 
Federal grand jury last June for con- 
spiracy to violate the national prohi- 
bition laws, pleaded guilty to the Fed- 
eral indictment and now is serving six 
months in fail.

Alleged “fixing” of cases against slot-

Lake Bluff, Ill., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Miss 
Alfreda Knack, 29 years old, attractive 
saleswoman for a Chicago publishing 
company, was found today in th. fur- 
nace room of the Lake Bluff police sta- 
tion, apparently either the victim of an 
assailant, who tried to burn her alive 
in the boiler room of the city hall or 
the dupe of hallucinations which 
caused her to inflict the injuries on 
herself 

The women was found by the janitor 
huddled beside the furnace, her body 
stripped of clothing, and her arms and 
legs burned to the bone. 

Police formed a theory that she had 
been the victim of an attempted as- 
sault and that her assailant had at- 
tempted to force her body into the 
furnace while she was unconscious. 

Dr. A. J .Rissinger, who treated her 
at a Lake Forest hospital, however 
said that her lucid mutterings indi- 
cated she had been a student of 
spiritualism and advanced psychology 
and that she had tried to burn herself 
Dr. Rissinger added, however, that he 
did not believe she could have inflict- 
ed such serious burns of her own will. 
He said she had hot been criminally 
assaulted, but probably would die of 
her injuries. 

Authorities were able to determine 
only one possible motive for Miss 
Knaak’s visit to Lake Bluff. They 
learned she had been studying elocution 
under Policeman Charles Hitchcock, 
but discontinued two years ago. Their 
triendship continued, however. 

A week ago Hitchcock broke a leg in 
a fall and Police Chief Barney Rosen- 
hagen said he thought Miss Knaak 
might have come to Lake Bluff to call

Messages From Ships 
Tell Flight Story. 


CROWDS ASSEMBLING 


Stowaway’s Status Puzzles 
Officials; He May Even 
Escape a Fine. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Graf Zeppelin last night was 
well along on the second half of her 
homeward flight from Lakehurst, N. Jd., 
to Friedrichshafen, Germany. 

A series of radio messages to the 
Associated Press from masters of 
steamships which had sighted her, 
sent at intervals from early afternoon 
to nightfall over the north Atlantic, 
charted her course accurately for the 
first time since she left the shores of 
the United States carly Monday morn- 
ing. 

The steamships were in mid-Atlan- 
tic, the first about 730 miles from 
Cape Race, Newfoundland, and the 
last about equidistant between that 
point and Fastnet, Ireland. 

At Friedrichshafen, where crowds 
were already assembling, experts were 
of the opinion that with continued 
favorable conditions the dirigible 
might arrive this evening, with the 
record of the first round-trip commef- 
cial crossing of the Atlantic by air be- 
hird her. 


May See France First. 


Although the steamship positions 
placed the Zeppelin on a parallel with

The ship captains were unanimous 
in reporting good weather conditions 
with moderate to str-ng winds varying 
from south to west-southwest.

German experts estimated that the 
Graf Zeppelin had covered 2,800 miles 
in her first 34 hours of flight.

A part of this 
distance had been used to avoid a 
storm. ft appeared that the Zeppelin 
had negotiated sligutly more than 
2,000 miles on the great circle route 
from Lakehurst at 2:15 p. m. Tues- 
day and that about 1,800 miles then 
remained between her and her hangar. 


700 Miles Off Fastnet. 


London, Wednesday, Oct. 31 (A.P.).— 
A radio report to the Associated Press, 
relayed by the British steamship Au- 
sonia, from the Dutch steamer Wes- 
terdijk, said the Graf Zeppelin had 
passed over it at 12:15 a. m., G. M. T. 
(7:15 p. m., Eastern standard time). 

The position of the Westerdijk was 
given as 48:47 north latitude, 22:03 west 
longitude, or about 700 miles south- 
west of Fastnet, Ireland. The captain 
of the Dutch steamer reported the 
dirigible was steering about southeast 
true. The north wind was of mod- 
erate force and the weather fair. 

(If the position of the Graf Zeppelin 
given by the steamer Westerdijk was 
correct, the dirigible had developed un- 
usual speed during the last few hours 
and had swung sharply to the southeast. 
Earlier reports from steamships had 
placed her from 1,200 to 1,000 miles due 
west of Fastnet and. following closely 
parallel 52 north latitude.

May Have Swung South. 


Warlier reports today placed the air 
liner far to the north, well in the 
Morthern steamship lane, but other 
messages indicated that she was swing- 
ing in a southerly direction headed in 
the direction of the French and Spanish 
coast. 

During the day the westward bound 
Mauretania was in communication 
with the great ship of the air which 
is now completing the first round trip 
transatlantic commercial air voyage in 
history. The German vessel Munchen 
also reported the Zeppelin, stating that 
the airship appeared to have completed 
half of her 4,000-mile homeward jour- 
ney. 

While messages giving the exact po- 
sition of the dirigible were rare, there 
was ample word, both directly from the 
Zeppelin and from other sources that 
all was well aboard her. Although she 
had fought a southeast gale for part 
of today’s run, she did not appear to 
have suffere’? unduly nor enough to 
arouse any apprehensions, such as on 
her trip to the United States when a 
hole was torn in her port stabilizer by 
the wind. 


Hard to Fix Position. 


The difficulty of determining the 
exact position of the ship was illus- 
trated by conflicting messages received. 
These messages all agreed in placing 
the Zeppelin north of the forty-fifth 
degree of latitude which strikes central 
France, but differed as to how far north 
she was. Weather conditions suggested 
the likelihood that she might strike 
farther south in the direction of the 
Spanish coast. 

‘A direct message received at Fried- 
tichshafen late today from the Graf 
Zeppelin said that at 12:15 a. m., 
Greenwich meridian time (7 a. m. East- 
ern Standard time), she was in lati- 
tude 45 north and longitude 41 west. 
This placed her approximately 550 
Miles east and slightly south of Cape 
Race, Newfoundland. 

-. At this time the ship nad won her 
way through a low-pressure area and 
had entered a more favorable region, 
where she was able to average about 
75 miles an hour. All was reported 
Well. 

Earlier in the day Mauretania had 
Teported that she was in communica- 
tion with the Zeppelin. The Maure- 
tania’s first message placed the air 
liner i. approximately the same posi- 
tion as that given by the Graf at the 
Same hour.. A later message from the 
Mauretania, however, gave the air 
ship’s corrected position at this time 
as 52:30. north and 40:30 west. This 
would have placed it much fYarther to 
the north, although about in the same 
longitude. 


German Crowds Gather. 


Friedrichshafen, Wednesday, Oct. 31 

(A.P.).—A message from the Graf Zep- 
pelin, giving her position at 5 p. m., 
Eastern standard time, last evening at 
61:30 north latitude, 26:25 west longi- 
tude, was received at the Zeppelin 
works here at 2:25 a. m. local time. 
: (This report confirms earlier radio 
messages from steamships showing that 
the dirigible had changed its course 
from due east to southeast. The new 
course would have brought her near 
the position reported by the steamship 
Westerdijk at 7:15 p. m., Eastern stan- 
dard time.) 

With the welcome information last 
evening that the Graf Zeppelin was 
more than halfway across the Atlantic 
on her homing flight and had entered 
@ zone of fine weather, the spirits of 
the German public rose perceptibly. 
The reports of the earlier part of the 
flight, with tales of stormy weather. 
had caused some misgivings. 

It was estimated that the dirigible up 
to noon, Eastern standard time, yester- 
day, had covered about 2,800 miles in 
34 flying hours. Not all of this was on a 
direct course, however, for Dr. Hugo 
Eckener apparently had been forced to 
guide the great airship around ~ storm. 


May Arrive Tonight, 


It was calculated that if the weather 

continues fine the airship may be ex- 
pected to complete its first round trip 
commercial crossing of the Atlantic 
by air this eve ing. Whether it will 
land here at that time or await day- 
light on Thursday depends on weather 
conditions. 
- Once more great activity prevails at 
the Zeppelin works where preparations 
are being rushed for the arrival of its 
greatest product. Precautions are being 
taken for the su.ety of the passengers 
of the dirigible who might be over- 
whelmed wy the impetuous enthusiasm 
of the crowds already assembling.

INQUIRY IN MILWAUKEE 


Atlanta, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Removed 
from their cells in the police station 
today, George Harsh and Richard Gal- 
logly, college students, were lodged in 
Fulton County tower tonight awaiting 
trial on indictments charging them 
with the murder of two store clerks. 
The trial date was tentatively set as 
November 13. 


The youths were confined in widely 
separated sections of the tower. Harsh 
was placed in the same cell block with 
Clinton 8S. Carnes, indicted treasurer 
of the Southern Baptist Home Mission 
Board, and Fred D. Fair, 
Slayer Of a patrolman, who is under 
sentence of death in the electric chair. 


May Ask Separate Trials. 


While there have been no definite 
announcements regarding the trial from 
defense counsel, it has been indicated 
that separate trials may be asked. This 
would force the State to decide which 
of the pair of youths charged with the 
murder of 8S. H. Meek and Willard 
Smith, to which Harsh is alleged to 
have confessed, would be sent before 
the jury first. 

Should separate trials be held, police 
have declared that Harsh would un- 
doubtedly be tried first, since they say 
that his written confession would give 
the State a much stronger case against 
him than against Gallogly, from whom 
a “partial oral confession” has been 
obtained. 


Cases Called Perfect. 


Although Gallogly has continued to 
refuse to talk about the part Harsh al- 
leged Gallogly played in a series of 
holdups, Chief of Detectives A, Lamar 
Poole has pronounced the cases against 
both youths as “perfect.” 

Counsel for the defense have stead- 
fastly declined to make any statement 
regarding the case. 

A message from Milwaukee police was 
received by authorities today asking 
for photographs and fingerprints of 
Harsh for possible connection with the 
slaying of a grocer there in September. 

The message did not give the name 
of the victim. 

Detective John Lowe, who brought 
about the arrest of the two students, 
said that he had checked up and found 
that Harsh was in Milwaukee in Sep- 
tember and that the gun he used in 
the holdups and slayings here was pur- 
chased there. 


Darrow Sees Loeb Similarity. 


New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Clarence 
Darrow, Chicago attorney, said tonight 
that the case of George Harsh and 
Richard Gallogly, Atlanta college stu- 
dents indicted for murder, presented 
some of the same phychological and 
sociological problems that marked the 
case of Leopold and Loeb, whom he 
defended during their murder trial in 
Chicago. 

A parallel exists in the fact that in 
both cases the alleged slayers were sons 
of wealthy families, with plenty of 
money available for their own devices, 
Darrow said. 

In addition, he pointed out that in 
both cases the principals were college 
students of high intellectual type, con- 
cerned with mental processes and meta- 
physical subjects, and searchers after 
knowledge beyond their years. 

The defender of Loeb and Leopold 
said that he had not been approached 
to defend the Atlanta youths, and did 
not think he would break his retire- 
ment, but added, “I never could stand 
it to sit by and see such a court bat- 
tle as this doubtless will be and not 
get into it if I were asked.” 


Ensign, Fatally Hurt, 
Is Discovered by Flier 


Pensacola, Fla., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—En- 
Sign John H. Gotjen, jr., of Charles- 
ton, S. C., was fatally injured at an 


abandoned flying field near here today 
when he was struck by the propeller 
of a plane he had been flying. 

Gotjen was alone and his plight was 
discovered by Gunnery Sergt. H. D. 
Greer, Marine Corps student pilot, who 
from the air saw the ensign on the 
ground beneath the whirring propeller. 
Greer put the wounded ensign into 
his plane and flew with him to the 
naval air station hospital, where he 
died an hour later.

Miss Knaak resided with her widow- 
ed mother, Mrs. T. L. Knaak, a sister 
and three brothers it Deerfield, [Il., 
about 25 miles northwest of Chicago 
She was a student at the University 
of Chicago and after her graduation 
became a teacher in primary schools in 
Highwood and Waukegan, in the North 
Shore district. north of Chicago. Last 
March she resigned and was employed 
as a saleswoman by the F. E. Compton 
Publishing Co., of Chicago. 

Yesterday afternoon at 1 o’clock she 
left her home to attend a Chicago sales 
meeting. Publishing company officials 
said she left for home at 6:15 last 
night. No one has been found who 
saw her after that hour and the police 
are working on the theory that she 
left a North Shore train at Lake Bluff 
and was waylaid on her way home. 

Col. A. V. Smith, State’s attorney of 
Lake County, declared tonight the base- 
ment bore evidences of having been 
the scene of a struggle. Fingerprint 
experts were summoned to analyze the 
mark of a hand on a door and on the 
side of the furnace. 

There was a pool of blood on the 
basement floor, Col. Smith said. 

There is no night police force in Lake 

luff and the village hall is closed at 
night. Police believe Miss Knaak was 
dragged into the basement by one or 
more assailants and that her attackers 
burned her clothing in the furnace and 
after attempting to attack the young 
woman tried to force her body into the 
furnace while she was unconscious, but 
failed in the attempt. 

The janitor, who found her, identi- 
fied her by means of a letter in a purse. 
The purse and a pair of shoes were 
her only belongings that were not 
burned. 

In the furnace the police found metal 
buttons, a few beads and other bits of 
material believed to have been part of 
her clothing. Her three brothers hur- 
ried to the Lake Forest Hospital, but 
could throw no light on the mystery. 
They said the girl had no love affairs 
and when not at work spent most of 
her time quietly at home. 

Lake Bluff is one of the smaller 
suburbs in the exclusive North Shore 
residential district, and is _ located 
about SO miles north of Chicago. The 
mystery caused a sensation in the dis- 
trict where many socially prominent 
persons have their homes, and both 
the Lake Bluff, Village Hall and the 
Lake Forest Hospital were surrounded 
by excited residents of the community 
seeking information about the identity 
of the girl’s assailants. 

“She was the victim of a murderous 
assault,” declared State’s Attorney 
Smith. “Some maniac attempted to 
burn her alive.” 

Police say they think her mind is 
unbalanced by the pain. They point 
out the signs of mortal struggle in the 
basement—a pool of blood near the 
furnace and the bloody imprints of 
hands on the locked door leading out 
and on the furnace door. 

Relatives expressed the belief she 
was the victim of a moron. They said 
she was good looking, well educated 
and had many men friends, but no 
serious love affairs. 

She was born August 20, 1898, at- 
tended the University of Illinois from 
1917 to 1918, the summer session in 
1920 of Michigan Staté Teachers Col- 
lege, Ypsilanti, Mich., and was enrolled 
in the University of Chicago from 1921 
to 1923. 

Ypsilanti, Mich., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Miss 
Elfreda Knaak, who was found horri- 
bly burned in the furnace room of the 
Lake Bluff (Ill.) police station today, 
was a student at Michigan State

By Daring Surgeon 
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Doctors Now Await Removal 
of Bandages to Learn if 


Man Can See. 

New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—The fa- 
millar figure of speech, “seeing with 
the eye of another,” will become in a 
measure an actual experience for a 
patient in the Eye and Ear Hospital, if 
an operation by which the cornea or 


lens of another human eye was trans- 
planted onto his eye, proves successful. 

Ophtalmists at the hospital now are 
awaiting the removal of bandages from 
the right eye of Bert Ferguson, 32 years 
old, to learn whether what they con- 
sider one of the most daring and 
delicate operations on the human eye 
has been successful. 

Ferguson has lost his left eye and 
the vision of the right one was impaired 
by a cataract. Charles E. Greenblatt, 
32 years old, was discovered to be suf- 
fering from an eye tumor, necessitating 
removal of his eye. The cornea of 
Greenblatt’s eye, however, was perfect. 
The operations were performed simul- 
taneously and the cornea from Green- 
blatt’s eye set onto Ferguson’s eye as 
soon as the cataract had been removed.

Jackson Hotel here. Liggett today was 


released under $26,000 bond and imme- 


diately was named in a peace warrant 
sworn to my Mrs. Cunningham, who 


charged him with threatening her life. 
Officers had a signed statement from 


Mrs. Cunningham, they announced, ad- 


mitting attentions from Liggett, a grain 


dealer, over a period of two years, and 


teatimony from the woman’s 16-year- 


old daughter, Ovella, to the same effect. 


Earl Kiger, a private detective. told of- 
ficers he was with Cunningham when 
he was slain. 


Slayer Maintains Silence. 
While other parties questioned by 


police today talked freely of the tragedy, 
Liggett maintained the silence he: has 


kept since his arrest fifteen minutes 
after firing five bullets into Cunning- 
ham’s body when they met back of the 
latter’s home. 

Mrs. Cunningham told officers she 
talked with Liggett at her back door a 
few minutes before the shooting oc- 
curred, and that she hurried him away 
because she knew they were being 
watched, 

Nearby were Cunningham and Kiger, 
the latter employed by the hotel man- 
ager to watch the couple, and who asid 
he learned of the meeting by tapping a 
telephone wire. 

After Liggett left the house, Kiger 
said he and Cunningham met and that 
the victim shouted, “There’s the man 
who has broken up my home.” 


Daughter Concealed Trysts, 


A fusillade of shots followed, -‘iger 
said, and Cunningham fell, mortally 
wounded. A pistol was found on Cun- 
ningham’s person. One shot had been 
fired. Five shots had been fired, police 
said, from the weapon taken from Lig- 
gett. . 

Ovella Cunningham, who with a 
chum was in the house when her 
father was killed, told Attorney Gen- 
eral Richard M, Atkinson she had 
known of the affair between her mother 
and Liggett for some time, that she 
had often rode with them while her 
father worked, and that she had ad- 
monished her mother to “leave Liggett 
alone because he will ruin us.” She 
said she had been compelled to de- 
celve her father about the trysts her 
mother kept with Liggett. 

Mrs. Turney M. Cunningham, whose 
love affair with Walter L. Liggett, 
Nashville grain dealer, culminated in 
the fatal shooting of her husband by 
Liggett, at Nashville, visited the Na- 
tional Capital recently with her hus- 
band. 

The couple visited the family of 
George .. Bryan, restaurant proprietor 
at 101-103 B street southeast, who lives 
at 2812 Chesterfield place northwest. 
Mr. ryan'’s brother, the postmaster 
at Lebanan, Tenn,, is related by mar- 
riage to Mrs. Cunningham.

the standards of New England thrift 
and the Nation has been fortunate in 
having a distinguished son of New 
England to maintain these standards 
in the Federal administration.” 

Referring to the administration of 
President Coolidge as an example of 
economy in Government such as 
“rarely, if ever,” has been seen in this 
country, Mr. Hughes asserted that the 
results of Gov. Smith's administration 
in New ‘York “do not recommend him 
as qualified to be put in charge of the 
financial administration of the Federal 
Government.” 


Dry Stand Criticized. 


Prolonged. applause greeted Mr. 
Hughes’ criticism of Gov. Smith's stand 
on prohibition, when he expressed the 
opinion that the election of the Demo- 
cratic nominee “would make matters 
much worse and we should be farther 
off than ever from a mature judgment 
as to the advantages or disadvantages 
of prohibition.” 

The speaker again was cheered when 
he sald the election of Gov. Smith “at 
this time will be of no benefit to either 
drys or wets.” He called Smith’s stand 
on prohibition a “sham battle.” 

In concluding, Mr. hughes compared 
the public records of the presidential 
nominees and said that while “Gov. 
Smith knows New York, Mr. Hoover 
knows the United States and the 
world.” 

“Gov. Smith indorses policies,” said 
Mr. Hughes, “if I understand him 
aright, which would introduce Govern- 
ment into business on a large scale, 
with a vast increase of bureaucrats.” 

The former Secretary of State then 
declared that he had not heard a: / 
answer to “certain definite questions” 
which the speaker had recently put to 
Gov. Smith on farm relief. 

“I asked, with respect to the 
McNary-Haugen bill,” he continued, “is 
Gov, Smith for the imposition of the 
equalization fee by the Government? 
Does he not know that it is a com- 
ponent part of that plan that the Gov- 
ernment must buy and sell, or appoint 
agents to buy and sell, farm products 
on behalf of the Government so as to 
make the equalization fee effective? 
If he does not know that, will he ex- 
plain how the scheme would operate 
otherwise? If he does know that, is he 
for it?, 

“If it is his plan to have the Govern- 
ment introduced into this enterprise, 
is it not clear that this is the most 
gigantic program of Government in 
commercial business ever proposed in 
this country? Both the West and the 
East are entitled to know where the 
governor stands on this question. If he 
does not know where he stands, then 
I suppose that would explain why he 
has said that he would appoint a com- 
mission.” 

Turning to the question of power, 
Mr. Hughes asserted fhat Gov. Smith 
had not stated, “despite his constant 
protestations of candor on the platform, 
in language that anybody can under- 
stand, whether he favors Government 
operation of hydroelectrical plants.” 

“There is no issue on Government 
control between him and Mr. Hoover,” 
said Mr. Hughes. “Is Gov. Smith in 
favor of the building by the Govern- 
ment of transmission lines and dis- 
tributing electrical power?

“It would be impossible to have a 
campaign such as that which is now 
under way in which Republican em- 
ployers throughout the country are in- 
serting in pay envelopes printed mat- 
ter urging thelr workers to vote Re- 
publican in order to insure prosperity. 

“I think that there should be a law 
now against corporations with a di- 
versified list of stockholders using their 
funds for the promotion of the cam- 
paign of a particular party.”

Snyder Insurance .

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Prudential Holds Policies of 
Slain Husband Should 
Be Annulled. 


New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Litigation 
over the insurance that figured in the 
Judd Gray-Ruth Snyder murder case 
last year went to trial today before Su- 
preme Court Justice Jeremiah T. Ma- 
honey. 

The Prudential Life Insurance Co. of 
America presented testimony in sup- 
port of its contention that policies is- 
sued in the name of Albert E. Snyder, 
the murdered husband, should be an- 
nulled on the ground that the contract 
was not valid because Mrs. Snyder de- 
ceived her husband in taking out the 
insurance and making payments on {t. 

Two policies are involved, one for 
$5,000 and the other for $45,000. The 
latter provides for a payment of double 
its face amount in case of accidental 
death. The insurance company alleges 
Mrs. Snyder asked an insurance agent 
to see Snyder in October, 1925, when 
she already was planning to kill him. 
The suit is against Mrs. Josephine 
Brown, mother of Mrs. Snyder, as ad- 
ministratrix of her estate, and Ruth 
Lorainne Snyder, daughter of the exe- 
cuted slayer.

War President, He Says, 
Held Up Relief by Emer- 
gency Tariff Bill Veto. 


Eau Claire, Wis., Oct. 30 (AP.).— 
Republican efforts on behalf of agri- 
culture were related tonight by Sen- 
ator Curtis, Republican vice presiden- 
tial nominee, with a promise to put 
the farmer on “an equality with all 
other industries.” 

Senator Curtis, speaking to a crowded 
auditorium, declared farm relief after 
the war was held up by the vetoes of 
President Wilson of the emergency 
tariff act and of the bill extending the 
life of the War Finance Corporation.

Coming for the second time to Wis- 
consin where one of the Republican 
Senators, J. J. Blaine, is supporting 
Gov.

He was 
acclaimed loudly when he said Gov. 
Smith would not be elected. 


Democratic Victory 
Seen by Harrison 


Increase of Registration Is 
Largest Where Smith Has 
Hold, He Asserts. 


New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Senator 
Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, member 
of the Democratic national advisory 
committee and in charge of the cam- 
paign in the South, today issued a 
statement declaring an enalysis of reg- 
istration figures compiled by the .is- 
sociated Press “is indicative of a sweep- 
ing Democratic victory.” 

“These registration figures for the 48 
States,” he said, “are indicative of a 
sweeping Democratic victory next Tues- 
day. In the Southern States, where 
the severest opposition to Gov. Smith 
was waged in the beginning of the 
campaign, there has been little or no 
increase in the registration. 

“On the other hand, the registra- 
tion does show that in those States 
wh re a rising tide is conceded to Gov.

Calling Issues Economic, He 
Sees Need of Keeping Up 
Coolidge Policies. 


NO REASON FOR CHANGE 


(Associated Press.) 


Secretary Kellogg last night declared 
that Herbert Hoover, Republican presi- 
dential candidate, could “be depended 
upon. to carry forward the work which 
has been so successfully performed by 
President Coolidge.” 

Speaking from broadcasting station 

L, the Secretary of State opened 
his .address with the statement that 
the issues in the campaign were largely 
economic and declared thut “parties 
must principally be judged by the re- 
sult of legislation and of administra- 
tion, and, with the country prosper- 
Ous and happy as it is, I ask whether 
there is any reason at this time for a 
change?” 

*T believe that the country in general 
has “the utmost confidence in the up- 
rightness, the integrity and the high 
purpose of President Coolidge,” he 

, continued. “We have nominated as 
his successor a man of the same high 
purpose, a man of courage and visicn 
who has been closely connected with 
the counsels of the administration and 
has admirably conducted a great and 
growing department, which, as much 
as any department, if not more, has 
to. do with the industrial and economic 
well-being of the country. 

“Mr. Hoover knows the country from 
East to West and North to South and 
realizes the special needs of the va- 
rious sections, and, in addition to the 
very unusual grasp of domestic prob- 
lems, has a remarkable knowledge of 
our foreign commerce, which plays such 
an important part in our national pros- 
perity.” 

Reviews Coolidge’s Work. 


Secretary Kellogg reviewed the 
achievements of the Coolidge admin- 
istration, reciting the reduction of the 
national debt, tax reductions, the find- 
ing of foreign markets for agricultural 
products and numerous other national 
problems which have been settled, and 
then declared that Hoover could be 
depended upon to carry on the Presi- 
dent’s successful work. 

Describing Hoover as having greater 
knowledge of the Nation's complex 
problems of trade and commerce than 
any other man in the country, Secre- 
tary Kellogg also said that Hoover was 
particularly qualified to deal with the 
development of waterways. 

“He is an enthusiastic bellever in 
the. development of the Mississippi 
River and other rivers in the country, 
and also in the great project of the 
construction of the St. Lawrence River 
Canal to connect the Great lakes with 
the ocean,” Secretary Kellogg said. He 
added that Hoover, as president of the 
American commission, filed the report 
advising the construction of the St. 
Lawrence River Canal. “Not only~- as 
an entirely feasible project, but im- 
perative for the relief and develop- 
ment of the great area in the Middle 
West.” In event Canada will not co- 
operate in the construction of the 
canal, Secretary Kellogg said Hoover 
would “push vigorously” for an all- 
American route project. 


It Natural Leader. 


Secretary Kellogg said Hoover “is a 
natural leader of men, one who seems 
always the most earnest cooperator of 
those who work with him.” 

“His vision,” the Secretary said, 
“takes In the needs of the whole coun- 
try. He has proved what he can do in 
organizing and carrying through the 
greatest humanitarian work in history. 
Equally he has proved his power in 
assuring the growth and prosperity of 
his country. His commercial ideas are 
sound. There is nothing sectiosal in 
his thinking or his acting. The South 
snd West means as much t» him as 
the North and East. In all these rea- 
sons I know that if he is elected he 
will make a great President of the 
whole United States.”

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Oct. 30 (A.P.)—

And 
it is not to be wondered et, that, like 
the seasoned campaigner he is, he 
now clings to the sure-fire stuff—that 
is, the stuff which he knows how to 
handle. 

“But I am not sure about the gov- 
ernor’s dexterity. He may juggle and 
confuse the question of prohibition and 
the question of religion; but confusion 
is evidently much larger in his own 
mind than anywhere lese. Naturally, 


he was himself bound when he was 
in the South and in the West, to go 
Slow regarding prohibition. Naturally, 
here in the wet cities of the East he 
feels it incumbent to put his foot on 
the loud pedal and strike the most 
resounding chord of whic he is 
capable. In cther words, trying to be 
all things to all men, he succeeds only 
in exposing his own political insin- 
cerity. 

“If he were campaigning under the 
old methods, when none but the audi- 
ence within the four walls of an audi- 
torium could hear him, his procedure 
would be wise. But the radio carries 
his words into remote sections and his 
salient reversals of opinion and expres- 
sion have made such an impression 
upon the public mind that the country 
now recognizes him to be an unsafe 
person with whom to entrust the great 
duties of the Presidency.”

St. Joseph, Mo., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Sen- 
ator T. H. Caraway, of Arkansas, asked 
Senator William E. Borah to justify his 
present campaign utterances with his 
record in the United States Senate in 
an address here tonight. 

Senator Caraway quoted from both 
Congressional Records and statements 
attributed to Senator Borah in his ad- 
dresses for Herbert Hoover’s candidacy. 

Senator Caraway also attacked the 
record of the Harding and Coolidge ad- 
ministrations and said the conventions 
which nominated Harding and Hoover 
were “run from behind the scenes with- 
out the rank and file knowing what 
went on.’ 

Hoover, as food administrator, he 
said, enabled special interests to make 
huge sums of profits. “Unfortunately, 
however, for Mr. Borah and Mr .Hoover,” 
he said, “the same Senator Borah has 
made himself most explicit in his 
charges that the same Mr. Hoover, 
while food administrator in America, 
had used that office to enable special 
interests, particularly the packers, to 
make unconscionable profits; that while 
women begged and children starved, he 
permitted the packers and other food 
monopolists to raise the price of food 
in this country, so that they realized a 
profit of from 20 to 40 per cent. 

“Likewise the senator knew, because 
he participated in the discussion of 
the measure for an appropriation of 
$100,000,000 for which Mr. Hoover had 
asked, as he alleged, to provide relief 
for the suffering people of Europe and 
save tottering governments, was being 
appropriated under a bill written in 
Mr. Hoover’s department, and spon- 
sored by Mr. Hoover and passed by a 
Republican Senate, which forbade one 
mouthful of food purchased under it 
to réach the German people (Con- 
gressional Record, page 1923, January 
23, 1919). 

“This declaration is sustained by 
Senator Smoot and Senator Lodge and 
others.” 

Summing up regarding Borah’s stand 
on the $100.000,000 relief bill for starv- 
ing Europeans, Senator Caraway de- 
clared, “much more might be added in 
the same _ characterization of Mr. 
Hoover. Enough has been cited here 
to show that either Mr. Hoover is a 
man without character, the subservient 
tool and agent of sinister interests, the 
alder and abettor of those who plunder 
the American people or, that the Sen- 
ator from Idaho, Mr. Borah, is @ man 
utterly reckless in his statements and 
an assassin of character. The reputa- 
tions of both can not survive. One Is 
destroyed.”

Senator, at Chicago, Cites 
Clash With Peek on 
Control of Wheat. 


SHOWS HOW PORK ROSE 


Chicago, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—Senator 
James A. Reed, of Missouri, spent an 
hour tonight flaying Herbert Hoover 
for his activities in connection with 
the control of farm product prices dur- 
ing and after the World War. The 


senator’s speech was heralded by Dem- 
ocrats as his most important utterance 
in the campaign. 

“Perhaps the most insolent misrep- 
resentation ever made in a political 
contest is the claim in the Republican 
campa: . book that Mr. Hoover sus- 
tained the prices of American farm 
products both during and after the 
war, and that he therefore has been 
the friend and benefactor of Amer- 
ican agriculture,” declared the white- 
haired veteran. 

“That statement has been repeated | 
to the press. hundreds of times and) 
bears the sanction of a number of 
United States senators who know bet- 
ter, or ought to know better.” 

“On May 1, 1918, Mr. Hoover in a 
public address said, ‘I agree with the 
contention of some farmers that they 
would be getting $5 and perhaps $10 a 
bushel for their weat if it had not 
been for the restrictions imposed by 
the “tovernment,’” continued Senator 
Reed. 

As to claims of Republicang that 
Hoover sustained farm prices after the 
war, the speaker presented copies of 
telegrams exchanged by Hoover and 
George N. Peek +to prove their falsity. 

“When the armistice was signed the | 
whole world was clamoring for our 
wheat and our farm products. Every- 
body knew they would command high 
prices in all European markets. Mr. 
Hoover insisted on maintaining the 
high prices he had forced during the 
war. 

“Peek, then chairman of the indus- 
trial board, went to President Wilson 
and induced him to order a release of 
the control of pork prices. Hoover 
violently opposed, but the control was 
broken and immediately hog prices ad- 
vanced $1.50 a hundred. Thereupon 
Peek sought to have flour taken from 
under Hoover’s control. 

“As soon as Hoover learned of Peek’s 
attempt he issued at Paris a public 
statement opposing any release of his 
control. His exact words were: ‘We 
might see wheat at $3.50 a bushel, as 
it was in the spring of 1917, if there 
is a free market in wheat and uncon- 
trolled prices.”

GARFIELD RAPS GOVERNOR 


Herbert Hoover yesterday continued 
his policy of refusing to comment on 
the speeches of Gov. Alfred E, Smith 
He. devoted most of his time to putting 
the finishing touches on the speech he 
ig to deliver in St. Louls on Friday 
night. 

The program of Hoover’s trip to Palo 
Alto, Calif., to vote, was made public 
yesterday, and showed that the nominee 
will leave here at 5 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon, arriving at his West Coast 
home at 1:30 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
He will stop at Cumberland. Md., to- 
motrow night from 8:25 o'clock to 8:40 
o'clock. 

Although Mr, Hoover maintained 
silence on Gov. Smith’s Baltimore 
speech, two leading Republicans were 
quick to denounce it. One of them— 
James R. Garfield, a son of President 
Garfield—issued a statement on 
Smith’s speech a short time after he 
had talked to Mr. Hoover. P 


Smith’s Honesty Attacked. 


“Gov. Smith is dealing with several 
important questions in dishonest 
fashion,” Garfield asserted. “He is re- 
sorting to the old and time-worn trick 
of distorting his opponents’ statements 
at every opportunity, lifting a sentence 
here and there from the context, then 
twisting it to give an entirely dif- 
ferent meaning from that which Mr. 
Hoover intended. 

“Such methods can not succeed. The 
people are following the speeches of 
the candidates in this campaign more 
carefully than ever before because the 
radio giver them the opportunity to do 


Oo. 

“The Democratic candidate can not 
discredit Mr. Hoover by shouting 
‘power trust,’ and by deliberately mis- 
representing his opponent's views on 
the power issue. 

“The Nation is supporting Mr. Hoover 
because a majority of the voters have 
utmost confidence in him to handle 
every problem in a fair and level- 
headed manner, and his »pponent Is 
only losing votes by hurling wild, ran- 
dom charges at him.

“This same party approached a com- 
imittee with his plans to hold this 
lmeeting with the klan, and represented 
‘himself as representing the Republican 
‘national committee, and prepared the 
printed notice of the mass meeting, as 
well as the material for local papers, 
which erroneously and without author- 
ity coupled the national committee 
with this organization. 


Denies Use of Trucks. 


“No trucks belonging to either the 
State or national committee were used 
at this meeting, and I have closely 
questioned State Chairman Mott and 
other officials who positively disclaim 
any connection or knowledge of this 
matter, and I am thoroughly convinced 
that the entire plan was premeditated 
to cast aspersions on the Republican 
party in New Jersey. 

“One of the strange colncidences in 
the governor's charges is the fact that 
he had in his possession one of these

Davis is said to have admitted he 
had sold hundreds of copies of the 
Fellowship Forum, the Rail Splitter, 
and other papers and pamphlets cited 
ed the Democratic committee.

Takes Hege’s Side. 


Yaden, who indorsed Havenner’s can- 
didacy when it was announced last 
year, took up cudgels in behalf of Hege 
against Swanton ‘In a lengthy letter in 
which he quoted from a story of Hege’s 
question and Swanton’s answer, pub- 
lished in The Post. 

Yaden in a letter addressed to Hege 
and made public by him, declared that 
Swanton, as chairman of a special com- 
mittee of the American Association of 
Engineers, had submitted to him for 
approval a proposed ten-year public 
works program totaling $100,000,000. 
Yaden sought further to pin the ten- 
year $100.000,000 program to Swanton 
by quoting from Swanton’s answers to 
questions propounded by The Post to 
each of the candidates and published 
Sunday.

€limination of grade crossings, better 
Tefuse disposal facilities, extension and 
improvement of the Police anc Fire De- 
partments, extension and improve- 
ments of streets and avenues, branch 
libraries, improved hospital facilities 
and many other projects.

Army Craft Makes History in 
Mimic Rescue of Bal- 
loonist in Lake. 


RISES FROM PONTOONS 


Granite City, Ills., Oct. 30 ((A.P.).— 
The first successful settling of a lighter 
than air aircraft on water was accom- 
plished on Horseshoe Lake near here 
today by Army officers from Scott Field, 
Ill., who brought the T. C. 5, a non- 
rigid dirigible, to the surface of the 
water and performed a mock rescue of 
@ balloonist whose balloon, theoreti- 
cally, had fallen into the water. 


The feat was arranged by Scott Field 
officials and Paramount News Reel. The 
ship. was in command of Ideut. Ed. H. 
White, of Scott Field, and Lieut. Ralph 
E. Holmes was the “rescued” balloon- 
ist. A rubber alir-inflated boat was 
thrown to Holmes and a few minutes 
later the dirigible came to rest on the 
lake, supported by pontoons. Holmes 
was taken aboard, after which the 
dirigible rose and flew to Scott Field. 

Holmes was placed in the lake in 
such a manner as to Simulate a gal- 
loonist whose balloon had fallen*into 
the water with him. The dirigible on 
its way to rescue him, flew over him 
and cast out the rubber boat, which 
had been inflated by the crew. Holmes 
climbed into the boat and availed him- 
sélf of a paddle fastened to it. 

The dirigible circled and returned to 
the boat, landing on its pontoons, 
shock absorbers

Schlee-Brock Purchase 
for New Airways. 


WORK WILL TAKE YEAR 


\ 


New York, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—A group 
of New York and Boston capitalists 
have made arrangements to finance an 
expansion program which will enable 
the Bellanca Aircraft Corporation, of 
New Castle, Pa., to fill an orde: for 300 
planes placed by Edward F. Schlee and 
William Brock for use in a general air- 
plane service, to be operated from 
Wheeling, W. Va., it was learned today. 
Brock and Schlee last year flew bY 
plane from Harbor Grace, Newfound- 
land, to Japan. 

It is understood that the program 
calls for a three for one split-up of 
Bellanca common stock, with 100,000 
shares of new stock acquired for $2,000,- 
000 by the capitalists and banking 
houses. Among these are L. Sherman 
Adams, of Boston; E. M. Evans & Co., 
of Detroit; J. H. Holmes & Co., of New 
York; Bradford Ellsworth, of New York, 
and Otto H. Kahn, of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. It is understood the Du Pont Iin- 
terests also participated. 

No public offering of the stock will 
be made, it was learned, but holders of 
Bellanca preferred probably will have 
the privilege of suscribing for five new 
shares for each share of preferred stock 
now held, 

Production of the 300 alrcraft, which 
are of the eight-passenger sesqui-plane 
type, will keep the Bellanca factory at 
capacity production for a year, it was 
said. Brock and Schlee have not defi- 
nitely announced their plans, but it is 
understood they will act as Eastern dls- 
tributors for Bellanca in addition to 
operating passenger air lines.

for the severance of diplomatic relations 
between Mexico and the United States. 
Calm, dignified and possessed of a 
combination of astute statesmanship 
and democratic personality, Robert 
Lansing was a specialist in matters of 
government, diplomacy ané4 Internation- 
allaw He had delved deep into matters 


of government for nearly three decades, 
and was the author of sevoral books 
treating with the subject. He also had 
written poetry and 

The wartime diplomatic leader was 

in Watertown, N. Y., October 17, 
1864. He was graduated from Amherst 
College, with the degree of bachelor of 
arts in 1886. In 1889 he was admitted 
to the bar and practiced law. 

With him the study of international 
law amounted to almost a passion. One 
of his early opportunities for the service 
of his country came in the early nine- 
ties, when he was appointed associate 
counsel for the United States in the 
Behring Sea aribitration. Later Mr. 
Lansing was made counsel before the 
Behring Sea Claims Commission. In 
1903 he was solicitor for his country be- 
fore the Alaskan Boundary Tribunal. 


Held Many Posts, 


During the years that followed Mr. 
Lansing held many similar posts, and 
March 27, 1914, he was appointed coun- 
sélor for the State Department. The 
following year he represented the State 
Department on the central committee 
of the American Red Cross. With the 
resignation of William Jennings Bryan, 
Mr, Lansing became Secretary of State 
aG@ interim, and was appointed to the 
portfolio a few days thereafter 

After his resignation from the State 
Department, Lansing established a law 
firm, with offices at 8 Jackson place 
northwest. Although advancing in age, 
he engaged in active practice until a 
few months before his death. 

At the age of 26 Mr. Lansing married 
Miss Eleanor Foster, daughter of former 
Secretary of State John W. Foster, who 
held office during the Harrison admin- 
istration and who was an authority on 
international relations. 

That the Lansings were considered 
among the most popular representatives 
of Cabinet circles in Washington so- 
clety was attributed to the democratic 
atmosphere and congenial surround- 
ings which characterized the Lansing 
home. And yet, with all the prestige 
and ranking social honors attending 
the position, Secretary Lansing found 
time to take a great interest in the 
Department of State Club, comprised 
of officials and employes of the de- 
partment. 


Attended Club Meetings. 


At scheduled meetings of this organt- 
gation, the Secretary and his wife al- 
Ways were present, despite the social 
demands upon their time® from other 
sources. 

Several years ago the former Secre- 
tary of State suffered from diabetes, 
but after treatment, recovered his 
health. On October 5, he suffered a 
Bevere attack of heart disease which 
later was diagnosed as myocarditis. He 
had been in a critical condition ever 
since. Besides Mrs. Lansing, the war 
State” Department leader's two sisters, 
the Misses Kate and Emma Lansing, 
were at his deathbed. 

Mr. Lansing was a member of the 
Chevy Chase and Metropolitan Clubs, 
besides holding membership in clubs 
of his native town. Among the books 
he had written are “Government, Its 
Origin, Growth and Form in the United 
States,” “The Peace Negotiations,” “The 
Big Four and Others of the Peace Con- 
ference” and “Notes on Sovereignty.” 
He was an associate editor of the Amer- 
ican Journal of International Law. 

The Lansings have a summer home 
at Henderson Harbor, N. Y., where they 
spent last summer. It was shortly 
after his return from this place that 
the former State Department leader 
was stricken with the illness which 
caused his death. His wife and two 
sisters are the only near relatives sur- 
viving. 

Funeral services will be held at the 
Lansing residence tomorrow afternoon. 
Mr. Lansing was a member of the 
Church of the Covenant in this city, 
and of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Watertown, N. Y. The body will be 
taken to that town for burial *at the 
conclusion of the local services.

AOOUGIATES SORROW 
AT LANOING'S DEATH 


Coolidge, Kellogg, Hoover and 
$ze Send Condolences 
to Widow. 


STATE WORK IS PRAISED 


Hundreds of messages from friends, 
associates and members of the diplo- 
matic and official circles of Washing- 
ton, as well as from those in other 
walks of life, offered condolences to 
Mrs. Eleanor Lansing, widow of Ameri- 
ca’s war-time Secretary of State, last 
Among the earliest received 
was from President Coolidge. 

“I have learned with deep sorrow of 
the passing of your distinguished hus- 
band,” wrote the President. ‘The sad 
hews will be a shock not alone to a 
host of intimate friends both here and 
abroad who are familiar with the im- 
portant part he played in international 
affairs. 

“His work in the Department of 
State, culminating with his service as 
Secretary of State during the trving 
period of a great war, and his subse- 
quent part in establishing peace assure 
him a place in history. 

“Mrs. Coolidge joins me in heartfelt 
sympathy for you and the members of 
your family.” 

Secretary of State Kellogg wrote: 

“I was shocked to learn of the death 
of Robert Lansing. He was a personal 
friend of mine of long standing for 
whom I had the highest regard. He 
had a aistinguished record as a public 
man, especially in the State Depart- 
ment. His death will be a loss to the 
country and deeply felt by his many 
friends.” 

Informed of Lansing’s death, Herbert 
Hoover, Republican nominee for the 
Presidency, expressed profound sorrow, 

"IT am deeply grieved to learn of the 
death of Robert Lansing. He was a 
great public servant who contributed 
much to his country’s welfare,” Hoover 


said. 


Among the first to learn of the death 
of the war-time diplomatic leader was 
Minister Sao-Ke Alfred Sze, of China. 
He said. 

“I am extremely sorry to hear of it. 
He was known as a sincere and con- 
scientious friend of China. He was ad- 
viser to the Chinese delegation at the 
Washington armament conference and 
in recent years counsel of the Chinese 
Legation.”

YEAR PER WEDDING 


Bigamist Sent-to Prison in 
Brooklyn May Have Seven 
More Spouses. 


HAD PREVIOUS SENTENCE 


New York, Oct.«30 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—A 
sentence averaging a year for each 
marriage was imposed today by Kings 
County Judge Taylor on a man in- 
dicted as William T. Cassidy, who has 
five known wives and possibly seven 
more the authorities have been unable 
definitely to identify. He was sent to 
Sing Sing for five years. 

Cassidy was convicted of bigamy last 
June. His sentence was deferred pend- 
ing investigation. He insisted that his 
real name is Clyde Fox and that he 
came from Waterville, Me. 

The indictment on which Cassidy or 
Fox was convicted charged that he 
married Miss Mildred Calabrese, 19, of 
Brooklyn, June 26, 1927, having mar- 
ried Miss Helen C. Smith, of Frank- 
fort, Pa., February 28 the same year. 
He left the Calabrese girl, it was al- 
leged, after obtaining $5,000 from her 
mother to perfect certain patent 
rights. The money never was repaid. 

Investigation disclosed that Cassidy 
Was sentenced to two years at Spring- 
field, Mass., November 8, 1921, for big- 
amy, and that he had three wives in 
addition to those mentioned in the in- 
dictment in Brooklyn, 

It was charged that March 29, 1921, 
he married Miss Nellie Keatly, of East 
Boston, Mass.; September 8, 1921, Miss 
Angeline Gath, of Bridgeport, Conn., 
and October 31, 1923, Miss Mildred J. 
Maxim, of Bloomfield, Conn. Letters 
were received from seven other women 
who had read newspaper accounts of 
the case and said they believed they 
had been married to Cassidy, but that 
they did not want to disclose their 
identities, as they were anxious to 
forget him. 


More Diamonds Found 


Franklin, Pa., Oct. 30 (A.P.).—-Six- 
teen more diamonds from the air mat! 
cargo of William C. Hopson, killed 
when his plane crashed and burned 
near Polk recently, were recove’ed to- 
day by Postal Inspector Williitm H 
Tafel, of Erie.

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VOTE EARLY. 


In most States the electorate will be 
furnished counsel as to how to go about vot- 


ing the whole ticket. Such instructions are 
a matter of party procedure. The most im- 
portant point with the voter will be to know, 
before he enters the voting boath, all for whom 
his ballot should be cast. There needs to be 
sounded the note of advice to be careful as 
to the congressional ticket. So much interest 
nas been centered about the party heads that 
the almost equal jmportance of voting for a 
supporting Congress may be overlooked. 

It would be deplorable to have the returns 
show that considerable numbers of persons 
voted only for the head of the ticket. An in- 
telligent cast of the ballot is much toa be de- 
sired to make the election a true test of 
sentiment. 

It is already clear that there will be a heavy 
early vote; the qualified voter will want to be 
“early and avoid the rush.” The earlier the 
vote the more rapidly the returns can come in. 
It is always a mercy to the election officials 
for the voters to appear at the polls as early 
as they conveniently can. This also has the 
additional advantage that it insures against 
distractions later in the day, that often cause 
those who had fully intended to cast their 
ballot to neglect to do so. Vote early and 
understandingly is the election counsel in a 
nutshell. 


WORLD AGRICULTURE. 


It fs difficult to see just what value will 
attach to the world agricultural census, such 
as has been announced through the United 
States Department of Agriculture, to take 
place in 1930. In Africa, for instance, the 
yalues of such a census would be upset within 
a short time by rapid changes. It is also clear 
that the methods for the development of agri- 
culture there have no meaning for this coun- 
try, nor has the advanced agriculture of 
America, with its intricate modern mechanism, 
anything in common with the primitive agri- 
culture found in Asia. South American lands 
are so largely undeveloped that their agri- 
cultural interests are for the most part at the 
stage of those of the United States 100 years 
azo. 
A comparison of conditions which are un- 
related, and the collection of experiences 
which can not be utilized elsewhere can hardly 
provide a valuable guide to the soil resources 
of the world or alter in any way the existing 
distributive processes. If the aim is simply 
to ascertain, in the rough, just what things 
to eat are found in a state of nature as well 
as under cultivation throughout all the earth, 
the result would be a set of tables which would 
have little relevancy to economic conditions. 
It is only in countries which have developed 
this agriculture to a high pitch that worth- 
while investigation can be made. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


The ‘‘paradise for the aged,’’ so long en- 
visaged and talked of in Britain as the cap 
and crown of sociological legislation, seems 
at last to be in a fair way to become an ac- 
complished fact. e€ announcement to the 
effect that the official conservative party has 
decided to approve of the plan for giving weekly 
pensions from the public funds to every person 
who has attained the age of 65 years, makes it 
certain that a measure to that effect will be 
favorably acted on in the House of Commons; 
and, in all likelihood, the House of Lords will 
in view of a widespread popular sentiment, 
follow suit, however reluctantly. Some op- 
position is to be expected from the ‘‘die-hards’’ 
or “‘true blue’ Tories and from a few of the 
old-line Liberals, but that will be much more 
than offset by the support of the more ad- 
vanced Liberals and by the enthusiastic acclaim 
and solid vote of the Labor party 

A few years ago a proposal such as this is 
would have been unthinkable, but times have 
rapidly changed, and the impossible of yester- 
day has become the commonplace of today, 

Of the wisdom of the method suggested for 
the universal alleviation of the ills and disabili- 
ties of declining years there is grave question. 
Its proponents are keenly alive to the objec- 
tions that may, and probably will, be raised to 
it on that score. Hence they are putting it 
-forward not simply as an altruistic or philan- 
thropic scheme, but as one method of solving 
‘the problem of unemployment. They claim 
that it will have the effect of forcing older per- 
sons out of employment and thus making 
room for those who are younger, more active, 
and better able to produce results in the 
workaday world. There are nearly 1,250,000 
persons out of jobs at present in Britain, all 
of whom are on‘ the ‘‘dole,” or in receipt of

HALLOWEEN. 


In the early days of Christianity it was.the 
custom to celebrate the anniversary of a 
martyr’s death at the place of martyrdom. In 
the fourth century, however, dioceses began 
to join in a common celebration. As the num- 
ber of martyrs increased it became imposxible 
to assign a day of celebration to each, and a 
common feast day was appointed for all. As 
early as 411 A. D. there is record of the cete- 
bration of such an anniversary on the Friday 
following Easter, and between A. D. 731 and 
741 the day finally was fixed on the first of 
November. Tomorrow is All Saints’ Day. 
Tonight marks the vigil of the day, or as it 
has come to be known, Halloween. 

Halloween has ceased to be exclusively a 
church festival. The modern celebration in 
many: respects seems to be more pagan than 
Christian in its antecedents. In Scotland, par- 
ticularly, where Halloween is a notable festi- 
val, it is celebrated with the lighting of bon- 
fires, and students associate the custom with 
that in which formerly sacred fires were 
lighted at certain seasons of the year. The 
Germanic and ‘the Celtic nations observe fes- 
tive nights of a similar sort. 

In the United States Halloween first was a 
harvest festival, and an exact period can not 
be fixed when it became a night of masking 
and rowdism. A connection between the early 
festival and the rowdy celebration of com- 
paratively recent date, however, can be easily 
established. The early Halloween was a night 
upon which elves, fairies and demons were 
supposed to be unusually close to earth; from 
the performance of harmless pranks such as 
might have been attributed to themeit was an 
easy step to rowdyism. 

The rowdy, destructive Halloween is fast 
becoming a memory. Maj. Hesse’s orders to 
the local police to*permit innocent celebrations 
and harmless pranks, but to arrest those de- 
stroying property or molesting others, have 
been duplicated in every city in the United 
States. Tonight the United States celebrates 
Halloween as a joyous carnival, not as an eve- 
ning when hoodlums are permitted to run riot. 


WIRED WIRELESS. 

Wired radio, the invention of which is at- 
tributed to Gen. George O. Squier, war time 
chief of the Army Signal Corps, offers several 
advantages in comparison with ordinary radio. 


The process utilizes telephone or other public 
service wires upon which to superimpose low 
frequencies or long waves without interfering 
with the transmission of telegraph or tele- 
phone communications or with other wireless 
services. The waves thus transmitted can be 
picked up by a special receiver and a regular 
loud speaker, and they are free from the so- 
called variables of ‘‘space’’ radio. This means 
that programs received by wired radio do not 
suffer from static, fading, heterodyning, skip- 
distance effects, or day and night variations. 

It now develops that wired radio is about 
to make its commercial debut. Three power 
substations in Cleveland are being equipped 
for transmitting entertainment programs by 
radio waves directed over power lines, and 
early in 1929 the service will be put in ope- 
ration. Wired Radio, Inc., a subsidiary of the 
North American Co., is behind the scheme, 
and it is believed likely that if wired radio 
proves popular in Cleveland it will be extend- 
ed to the 700 other communities served by 
allied utility companies. It develops further 
that in the six years of its existence Wired 
Radio, Inc., has spent millions gathering up 
patents, purchasing ‘‘copyright rights’’ and en- 
tering into agreements with those controlling 
entertainment talent. The company insists 
that it is entering this field as an adjunct to 
broadcast radio rather than as a competitor. 

The success of wired radio depends to a 
considerable degree upon the result of the 
effort to provide an acceptable broadcasting 
system. Obviously, if the Radio Commission 
succeeds in cleaning up the ether there will be 
little to influence the public to subscribe for 
a wired radio service, inasmuch as the equip- 
ment necessary will be obtainable only upon 
a lease basis. If the broadcasting system can 
not be made thoroughly acceptable, however, 
wired radio will prove popular, for its cost 
will be trivial in comparison with the pleas- 
ure to be derived from listening to clear, un- 
distorted entertainment. 

Since television became a practicable pos- 
sibility it has been apparent that trouble was 
brewing in connection with its allotment of 
broadcasting room. Television requires a 
broad band of frequencies. The Radio Com- 
mission even now is worrying over how to 
regulate it so that program broadcasting will 
not be interfered with, without, at the same 
time, putting handicaps in the way of its fur- 
ther development. It may be that wired radio 
offers television an opportunity to experiment 
and develop and that, because television is 
unusually susceptible to the so-called variables 
of ether radio, its commercial adaptation will 
have to be in conjunction with wired radio. 
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AMERICA’S FACE CHANGING. 


The American people are beginning to revolt 
against ugliness. On every hand the demand 
for beauty is in evidence. “Parks,” says Har- 
lean James in the November Review of Re- 
views, “are not the only sigh that the Ameri- 
can people are beginning to recognize and 
value beauty.

“BURSTING” WITH GOLD. 


From Rhodesia, the South African region 


which has laid so many tons of gold upon the 
scales of the world, comes word of fresh gold 


discoveries. The Bulawayo Chronicle an- 
nounces that in a new gold field 100 ounces 
were taken from a quarter of a ton of quartz, 
and that ore has been found “bursting’’ with 
gold. 

Strenuous efforts are being made at the 
present by the British government to turn 
the aftention of its surplus men to the colonies, 
so as to rid home industries of the heavy bur- 
den of the unemployed. The difficulty thus 
far encountered in its transplanting enterprise 
suggests that the Rhodesia announcement may 
be a part of a> well worked out scheme to lure 
immigration to South Africa. 

There is nothing new in such maneuvers, 
In the early days of this country “plantation” 
promoters were busy issuing blazing pros- 
pectuses of the vast stores of gold that were 
awaiting settlers in America. The lure of 
gold is at the back of all colonization enter- 
prise. It was only a few months ago that 
similar startling announcements were made of 
gold in new Australian fields, evidently for 
the purpose of drawing colonists to that do- 
minion, 

Doubtless there is some basis for the story 
of the new gold discoveries in Rhodesia, but 
the bonanza, if it exists, will hardly relieve 
England of idle labor. Few enterprises are 
more costly and uncertain than gold-seeking 
expeditions. 


ROBERT LANSING. 


The death of Robert Lansing is unexpected 
and greatly deplored. His health seemed to 
be good, and many years of usefulness seem- 
ed to be ahead of him. His ripe knowledge 
of international law and his high character 
made his counsel very valuable, and he could 
have served the country well in many direc- 
tions. 

Mr. Lansing’s service as Secretary of State 
was made notable by his remarkably able di- 
rection of diplomatic affairs during the war 
period. In the end he disagreed with Presi- 
dent Wilson and the President’s ill health 
caused him to break abruptly with Secretary 
Lansing over an imaginary slight. While no 
one questioned the President’s right to have 
in the State Department an adviser whose 
mind would go along with his own, the man- 
ner in which Mr. Wilson made a change met 
with almost universal disapproval. In some 
quarters it was held that Mr. Lansing should 
have resigned when he discovered in Paris 


‘that he could not approve the course which 


the President was adopting. But Mr. Lansing 
was thoroughly loyal, and rather than inject 
discord into the delicate matters then pending 
he decided to sign the Treaty of Versailles, 
although he had little or no faith in the ef- 
ficacy of the League of Nations. He believed 
that a scheme which denied the equal rank of 
nations was on a false basis, 

In social and private life Mr. Lansing was 
well deserving of the friendship and affection 
bestowed upon him. He was a delightful com- 
panion, a faithful friend, and a devoted hus- 
band. Those who knew him intimately and 
those who knew him only through his public 
services join in recognition of his fine quali- 
ties, and regret that he could not have been 
spared to enjoy a long sunset of life. 
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RUBBER LAMP POSTS. 


The affinity that seems to exist between a 
lamp post and a speeding automobile has led 
to a commercial investigation of considerable 
scope. In one year New York City had to 
spend some $20,000 to replace street Jamp, 
standards knocked down by careless drivers, 
and during the last twelve months Chicago 
reports an expenditure of $35,000 for the 
same purpose. The expense in other cities un- 
doubtedly is in like proportion, so it-is ap- 
parent that the national bill for street lamp 
standard replacement runs into big money. 

The Westinghouse factories are laying plans 
to provide standards that will more satisfac- 
torily repulse the unwelcome advances of auto- 
mobiles. Experiments have been conducted 
with several types, one of which, the hollow- 
spun concrete post, made by spinning concrete 
in a mold, is said to hold great promise. To 
test the standard a giant pendulum was erected 
before which were set hollowspun standards. 
By drawing the pendulum back various dis- 
tances, and releasing it to crash against the 
standard, it was possible to produce an impact 
on the pole up to 85,000 pounds. It was 
found that a speed of from 35 to 50 miles an 
hour would be necessary to crack the standard 
sufficiently to expose its reinforcement. 

Municipal authorities probably hail the de- 
velopment of a crash-proof standard with de- 
light, for it is both expensive and bothersome 
to replace every light pole with which an ex- 
hilarated machine makes unexpected contact. 
What, however, of the poor motorist? Some- 
thing has to give way in a crash, and if the 
street light standard is peepee, to stand 
immovable the motorist is out of luck. To 
please everybody, a rubber lamp post should 
be invented—one that would give way grace- 
fully when struck by @ vehicle, rebounding to 
its erect position as soon as the aggressor had 
passed over.

Board Recommends Increase 
of 61% Per Cent on 
Western Lines. 


ALTERNATIVE IS OFFERED 


(Associated Press.) 
Increases of wages for 66,000 employes 
of Western railroads were recommended 


to President Coolidge yesterday by an 


emergency board, headed by James R. 
Garfield, appointed to investigate a 
controversy which has threatened a 
strike in the territory. The _ board, 
whose findings will go to the railroad 


executives and unions concerned, sug- 


gested an alternative method of award- 


‘ing the wage increase and recommend- 


ed that the additional pay be granted 
retroactively, effective May 1, 1928. 
Explaining its finding, the board 
@uggested that a 644 per cent increase 
for conductors, brakemen, yardmen, 
flagmen and baggagemen in Western 
territory would be justified, if put into 


effect without any change in the pres- 


ent rules governing working service. 
At the same time, the railroads have 
tendered a 714 per cent increase, pro- 
vided that the unions concerned will 
agree to the elimination of wage con- 
tract provisions which hinder the oper- 
ation of trains with double engines and 
which limit the tonnage of freight al- 
lowed on a single train. 


Would Submit to Employes. 


It was suggested in the report that 
the two proposals for a 614 per cent 
increase without change of rules and 
a 7% per cent increase with elimination 
of the rules mentioned should be sub- 
mitted to the railroad employes for an 
election by ballot, and that the car- 
Tiers should abide by the decision. 

In addition, the board suggested 
that the provision of an agreement be- 
tween railroad executives and union 
chiefs, made in Washington, under 
which individual carriers were to be 
given power to negotaite rule c 1anges 
as to limits of tonnage on trains, us¢é 
of double engines and other points, 
should be put into effect. 

George T. Baker, Davis R. Dewey, 
Chester H. Rowell and W. P. Stacy. 
the other members of the _ board, 
signed the unanimous finding. 


Coolidge Hopes for Settlement. 


President Coolidge was understood 
to be hopeful that the proposals made 
woukid furnish a method for settlins 
the controversy and to have been as- 
sured that both the Western r3ilroads 
and the brotherhoods concerne:, were 
taking a reasonable attitude on the 
situation. 

Under the railway labor act by 
which the board was creat2d, boih car- 
riers and unions are legally required 
to withhold any actoin whici might 
interrupt railroad service for 20 days 
after the promulgation of the »emer- 
gency board report. At the same time 
no compulsion is placed upon them to 
accept the findings: 

All of the railroads in the Western 
district, operating about 138,00) miles 
of line, are involved in the dispute. 


U. S. Forbids Officers 


Firing Across Border 


Ottawa, Ontario, Oct. 30 (A.P.).—The 
United. States Government has taken 
action to prevent American officers on 
the border near Windsor, Ontario, from 
firing across the Detroit River inta 
Canada, the department of external af- 


fairs announced today. The depart- 
ment, however, did not disclose the 
nature of the preventive measure taken 
by the United States. 

The department issued a report of 
an investigation tL, United States au- 
thorities into complaints last spring 
that bullets fired by United States of- 
ficers had struck in three different 
places in Sandwich and Windsor. It 
disclosed that in the first of the three 
cases under investigation a bullet 
which entered the home of Mrs. Arthur 
Powers, at Sandwich, Ontario, was 
actually fired by an employe of the 
United States Government.

President Coolidge believes continued 
prosperity will forestall any deficit in 
the Federal budget at the end of the 
current fiscal year, it was said at the 
White House yesterday.

they will be unsnaken by the presi- 
dential year. 

The President and Gen. Lord, dl- 
rector of the budget, have given close 
consideration to the possibility of a 
deficit, it was said, and the President 
was represented as believing increased 
tax returns would be reflected by in- 
creasing prosperity. He was said to be 
hopeful that tax returns and revenues 
next March and June would be suf- 
ficiently large to absorb any deficit 
which might occur as the result of tax 
reduction measures enacted by the last 
Congress.
